From an accident standpoint and 
from a cost standpoint, are Collin 
County car owners better off than 
those in other areas?

Nationally, in 1976, there were 
47,100 traffic fatalities, close to 
2,000,000 disabling injuries and an 
economic loss of more than $20 billion.

For Coffee

Remember the good old days when 
wholesale coffee prices were less than 
$4 a pound? 
Those nostalgic times are back, 
with the Folger Coffee Co.’s an­ 
nouncement Thursday 
that 
it is 
cutting its wholesale list price from 
$4.18 to $3.98 Folger’s coffee has been 
as high as $4.46 a pound this year. 
The price cut was expected to filter 
down to the retail level eventually. 
However, no other major coffee 
roasters have yet followed suit. 
Folger, the nation’s second largest 
coffee roaster, attributed its price cut 
to “declines in imported green coffee 
prices during the past several 
weeks.’’ 
The move came one day after coffee 
industry executives attending a 
seminar in Brazil warned that high 
coffee prices could permanently curb 
worldwide consumption by 5 to IO per 
cent. 
Folger, a division of the Cincinnati- 
based Procter & Gamble Co., was the 
first roaster to exceed the $4 barrier 
March 14. It also became, on May 12, 
the first major roaster to lower its 
prices.

Biologists Stumped 
Over Shark Pack 


PORT ARANSAS, Tex. (UPI) — 
Instead of a fictional beach on the 
Massachusetts shore it’s a resort area 
on the Texas Gulf coast. And instead 
of one gigantic shark terrorizing 
swimmers, ifs thousands of smaller 
ones which have tourists running for 
land. 
And just as in Peter Benchley’s 
book “Jaws,” marine biologists are at 
a loss to explain why the sharks have 
come together into such a great herd 
for the past two days and why they 
have not left the area. 
“There is no positive determination 
on why they are doing what they are 
doing,” marine biologist Dr. Allyn 
Johnson said Thursday. 
“But this not uncommon in other 
parts of the world. It’s probably not 
uncommon in this area. It’s probably 
just the first time people have taken 
notice of it.” 
Early Wednesday a Coast Guard 
helicopter spotted a pack of sharks 
and warned swimmers to stay out of 
the water. The pack steadily grew for 
the next several hours until it num­ 
bered at least 1,000. 
Thursday was a replay of the day 
before, with two packs sighted in the 
morning which grew in subsequent 
hours to reach into the thousands. 
Patrols said the sharks were spread 
along the 15-mile stretch of the Padre 
Island beach resort. 
Reports from helicopters said some 
of the sharks were up to 12 feet in 
length. 
“The latest estimate we have of the 
number is in the thousands,” Coast 
Guard spokesman Mike Lynn said. 
“Some are in four to six feet of 
water.” 
On both days the packs started to 
disperse early in the afternoon, giving 
weight to one theory the sharks were 


following smaller fish into shallow 
waters in the morning, then retreating 
to deeper water in the heat of the day. 
“One of our suppositions is the 
water got too warm for them and they 
went out to deeper water," said Ted 
Thompson, deputy regional director 
of the National Park Service. “The 
indications are they are feeding on 
small fish. We understand this is 
possibly a migrating herd. If so, they 
should be moving on.” 
Beaches technically remained open 
to swimmers, but few ventured into 
the water. 
“Its up to 
the 
people’s 
own 
discretion whether they want to 
swim,” Lynn said. “We’re advising 
them of the sharks’ presence." 
Jack Turney, superintendent of the 
Padre Island National Seashore, said 
he saw sharks apparently feeding on 
fish as close as 50 yards from the 
beach. 
“The majority of these are not the 
real dangerous type sharks," he said. 
“There were a few hammerheads 
which can be dangerous. Also shallow 
water sharks, sand sharks, bonnet 
heads and bull sharks."

Tax Collections 
Ahead By 16% 


The State Comptroller’s 
office reported this week 
that state tax collections for 
the current fiscal year are 
running a healthy 16 percent 
over the same period in 
fiscal 1976. 
A spokesman 
said 
tax 
collections through the first 
seven months of fiscal 1977 
(Sept. I, 1976 to March 31, 
1977) totaled $2.24 billion, an 
increase of $315.8 million 
over the same period of 
fiscal 1976. 
The spokesman noted that 
during this period, sales tax 
revenue has increased by 16 
percent, motor vehicle sales 
tax by 25 percent and natural 
gas production tax by 33 
percent. 
(A 159 percent increase in 
corporate franchise 
tax 


revenue was due largely to 
the release of funds paid 
under protest after the 
settlement of a court case, 
he explained.) 


The 
report 
on 
tax 
collections was included in 
the 
office’s 
monthly 
financial statement for May. 
The spokesman reported 
that total state revenues thus 
far in fiscal 1977 are $3.8 
billion, up ll percent over 
1976. Meanwhile, he said, 
total state expenditures 
during the same period were 
$3 95 billion, an increase of 
only one percent over 1976 
levels. 


The state closed its books 
at the end of March with a 
cash balance of $1.31 billion, 
he concluded.

Bug Tips Presented

Area Horticulturist 
Few folks worry about how 
their gardens smell, but ifs 
of prime concern to the 
devoted 
herb 
gardener. 
Herbs are classed hor- 
ticulturally as crops grown 
specially for frag ran ce, 
flow ering, m edicine and 
dyes. 
North Texas is fine herb- 
growing country with its hot, 
dry 
conditions 
Most 
varieties can be started from 
seed sown indoors, then 
transplanted out once large 
enough to stand on their own. 
Nurseries also offer good 
selections of started plants. 
Most all herbs do best in 
full sun and well-prepared 
garden soil. Their compact, 
often spreading habits make 
them well suited for pots and 
hanging 
baskets. 
Some 
herbs are annuals, other 
perennials. But remember, 
they’re totally unrelated one 
to the other, so thev’ll each

have their own needs and 
problems. 
Herbs can be used fresh by 
cutting green leaves or, as 
the plants grow larger, by 
pinching small growing tips. 
Take care not to strip stems, 
though, so you won’t harm 
the plants. Basil, chives, 
marjoram, niints, parsley, 
rosemary, sage and thyme 
are all used green to good 
avail. 
For drying herbs aim 
generally to harvest as the 
flowers first open. Oils 
causing 
fragrances 
ac­ 
cumulate then, giving more 
for your herb-growing ef­ 
forts. 
Exceptions 
are 
rosemary and thyme (pick 
in full bloom) and sage 
(harvest as buds, first ap­ 
pear). 
Harvest early in the day, 
particularly through the 
sum m er. 
Pinch 
lightly 
through the growing season. 
Save the big harvest for fall 
before frost. 


Harvest seed-type of herbs 
(anise, caraway, coriander 
and dill) just as their seed 
heads reopen before they fall 
to the ground. 
Drying herbs requires free 
air circulation around the 
leaves. Cut with long stems, 
remove dead leaves and 
rinse in cool water. Tie ends 
together and hang the herbs 
upside down and out of the 
sun. If you’re growing short­ 
stemmed types of 
herbs 
make yourself a wire-drying 
rack to lay the harvested 
plants on. 
Allow plenty of time for 
curing and don’t try to do too 
many at once. Once leaves 
are dry and crinkly, remove 
from their stems and let 
them dry further in your 
wire drying 
trays. 
Once 
dried, rem ove from the 
racks. 
Rub seed 
heads 
gently in your hands to 
remove seeds. Blow gently 
to remove chaff. 
Some herbs such as basil. 


chives, dill and fennel just 
a re n ’t good for drying. 
Flavor will last better if 
leaves are frozen from the 
fresh state. 
Leaves will retain flavor 
best if unbroken. Pack them 
carefully 
into 
air-tight 
containers stored in cool 
dark surroundings. 
Some of the better herbs 
for North Texas gardens are 
balm, 
basil, 
chives, 
dill, 
marjoram , mint, 
parsley, 
rosem ary, sage, sum m er 
savory, tarragon and thyme. 
Plant now for better eating 
come summer!

For Soil 
Enrichment Needed

As we plant our seeds in the 
outdoor garden each spring, 
we happily visualize rows of 
delicate green emerging, 
then growing into lush, 
healthy and productive plants 
to delight the eye and set the 
taste buds atingle with antici­ 
pation. 
What a disappointment 
when this dream turns into 
the reality of 
yellowed 
foliage, brittle and dry 
leaves, and disappointing 
crops. 
This week I would like to 
give you some tips on enrich­ 
ing your soil, and improving 
its texture so that it becomes 
more like that dark, rich- 
looking, crumbly stuff that is 
such a joy to work with. 
For the very best of these 
tips, in my opinion, we can do 
no better than to go back to 
the thrifty practices on our 
grandparents’ farms, where 
nothing was wasted, but re­ 
cycled back into the soil from 
which it came. 
But first of all, soils tend to 
come in two extremes of con­ 
dition. They can be clay type 
soils, which are heavy, diffi­ 
cult to break up and tend to 
form a hard crust when 
watered. They are a terror to 
dig. One house we lived in had 
an acre of clay soil to be culti­ 
vated around it. A Rototiller 
that digs deeply is a lifesaver, 
but there is always a certain 
amount of back-breaking 
hand digging. 
We found that certain addi­ 
tions to our clay soil, over a 
period of two or three years, 
broke it up into a more 
manageable state. Sawdust, 
lawn 
clippings, 
rotted 
manure spread on the garden 
before it was Rototilled 
helped break up those diffi­ 


cult clumps of clay. 
But we found also that dur­ 
ing the season we used simi­ 
lar materials laid in thin 
layers at a time between the 
rows served us well. Not only 
did they conserve moisture 
and keep down weeds during 
the summer months, but dug 
into the soil in the fall, they 
further broke up that clay. 
For those of you bemoaning 
your clay soil, there are ad­ 
vantages to it. Clay soils hold 
moisture well, and they tend 
to hold onto their nutrients 
better 
than 
light 
soils. 
However, plant roots need 
air, and clay soils tend to 
pack up and exclude that 
necessary air. You might find 
that your soil is fine for the 
top few inches but then there 
is a layer of hardpan which is 
not allowing for healthy root 
growth and is impeding 
drainage and the flow of 
oxygen. For this there is no 
solution but deep digging, 
adding whatever organic ma­ 
terials you have to start 
breaking it up. 
Learn to use materials that 
are cheap and handy. You 
might hear of a farmer that 
has more rotted manure than 
he can use and will give it 
away. Or rotted sawdust. 
Maybe there’s a free source 
of sand, or peat near you. You 
may live near a lake with a 
weed problem, where the 
harvested, rotted weeds are 
free for the taking. Sand par­ 
ticularly bites into that clay, 
especially if the sand is a lit­ 
tle on the coarse side. 
Then you may have landed, 
as we did in our present 
home, right in the middle of a 
sand pit in which to grow 
those luscious crops. What a 
hope! In sandy soils, both 
water and nutrients simply 
wash through before your 
very eyes, and your job is to 


add moisture and nutrient-re­ 
taining organic materials. 
We were able to build up 
our sandy garden into a nice, 
black loam very quickly by 
using ours and the neighbors’ 
lawn clippings, lake weeds 
and peat between the rows 
during the season, then dug in 
later. We use rotted leaves, 
dug in during the early spring 
also. Every bit of kitchen 
vegetable waste is dug into 
holes and covered between 
the rows during the summer, 
and 
placed 
in 
fall-dug 
trenches in winter. In this 
way we recycle waste, build 
up our soil, and enjoy the 
satisfaction of helping restore 
N ature’s balance in our 
garden.

POLLY’S PROBLEM 


DEAR POLLY — I am attempting to arrange an ac­ 
cumulation of snapshots into magnetic albums, but I 
have encountered a BIG problem. The photos are curl­ 
ed out of shape and I have no idea how to make them 
flat again. I have put them between heavy books and so 
on, but to no avail. Your help would be greatly ap­ 
preciated as these pictures go all the way back to 1933. 
- BETTY W. 
DEAR BETTY - One authority I spoke with concer­ 
ning your problem suggested this. Put the pictures face 
down and then place a piece of wet cheesecloth or 
similar fabric over the backs. Then put a heavy weight 
over them. He suggested a piece of plate glass such as 
one might have on a dresser or table top. Enough 
dampness should penetrate through to help straighten 
them. This might now work with newer snapshots that 
have a kind or protective resin in the hack. I was told 
that in their shop such newer pictures are stacked face 
down (dry) and then a very heavy lead weight is used to 
flatten them. The heaviness of the weight would be the 
important factor. 
I did some experimenting of my own and used some 
curled color snapshots. I laid one down flat, face down, 
put a damp pressing cloth over it and then put a hot iron 
on the pressing cloth. I immediately put the picture 
between sheets of waxed paper and then under a heavy 
weight. This did a very satisfactory job. Anything done 
may be more or less temporary so put them in the 
album immediately after the prints are dry and flat. Ex­ 
periment with one or two of your less treasured pictures 
and see what luck you have. — POLLY. 


DEAR POLLY and Mrs. L R. I have repaired vinyl jackets 
across the shoulder seams and under the arms the following 
way. I put a piece of material (the good parts of old jeans cut 
in strips) cut to three-fourths to one inch wide on each side of 
the seam and sew it. This does not pull out so easily. Of 
course, the stitching is done on the wrong side. — MARY H. 
DEAR POLLY — Instead of using regular dish cloths that 
wear out so quickly and get to looking bad even quicker, I use 
small fingertip towels. They do a much better job and last 
longer, too. 
Any empty bottles or jars that are to be thrown out are first 
used to hold potato peelings, grease, etc. This makes for a 
much sweeter smelling trash bag. — MRS. D.R. 
DEAR POLLY — Those price tags pinned on merchandise 
can prick one’s fingers badly, but no more if you use the 
following method for removal. Tear the tag up the middle and 
the pin will pop out quickly and easily. — ALFREDA.
